I have  the  honour  to  present  the  Annual  Report  for  1940. 
The  year  includes  the  work  of  three  medical  officers  of 
health.  Dr.  McMath  left  for  Barnes  in  June,  1940,  and  Dr. 
Pearce  returned  for  three  months  until  I commenced  duties 
on  3rd  September,  1940. 

The  main  work  of  the  Department  during  the  year  was  in 
connection  with  A.R.P.  including  the  establishment  of  a First 
Aid  Post,  Ambulance  Depot,  First  Aid  Points,  Mobile  Unit 
and  the  training  of  a large  number  of  casualty  personnel. 

Unfortunately  during  an  air  raid  on  12th  December,  1940 
the  Ambulance  Depot  was  completely  destroyed  by  enemy 
action,  and  the  year  ended  with  many  problems  to  be  faced  in 
regard  to  the  future  of  the  Casualty  Services. 

The  administrative  and  clerical  work  of  the  Department 
was  increased  by  A.R.P.  work,  and  two  of  the  male  clerks 
left  for  military  service,  being  replaced  by  female  clerks  on 
a temporary  basis. 

One  of  the  five  sanitary  inspectors  who  left  for  military 
service  in  1939  was  not  replaced  owing  to  diminution  in  sani- 
tary activities  such  as  housing  and  meat  inspecton. 

The  room  accommodaton  in  the  Department  is  still 
markedly  overcrowed,  particularly  in  the  general  office,  but 
the  Council  has  acquired  adjoining  premises  for  extensions 
and  it  is  expected  that  this  matter  will  be  satisfactorily  reme- 
died in  1941. 

The  Child  Welfare  Centre  in  Wellington  Street  continued 
to  be  largely  attended  throughout  the  year,  in  fact  the  attend- 
ances were  so  large  with  the  consequent  delay  in  giving  the 
patients  the  required  attention  that  it  was  decided  to  com- 
mence in  January,  1941,  a further  session  on  Friday  after- 
noons which  should  considerably  relieve  the  pressure  on 
Tuesday  afternoons. 
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The  Child  Welfare  Centre  at  Birstall  acquired  new  prem- 
ises at  the  Constitutional  Club.  Unfortunately  owing  to  the 
district  being  without  a Health  Visitor  for  some  time,  the 
attendances  at  the  Clinic  have  not  been  as  large  as  might  be 
expected. 

The  Ante-natal  Clinics  have  continued  to  be  largely 
attended  and  an  increasing  number  of  expectant  mothers  are 
taking  advantage  of  these  clinics. 

Unfortunately  there  is  no  Post-natal  Clinics,  and  it  is 
desirable  that  an  additional  session  per  week  should  be 
granted  in  order  that  a Post-natal  Clinic  may  be  held  for  half 
of  such  session,  and  the  remaining  half  devoted  to  the  giving 
of  anaesthetics  for  dental  treatment  to  expectant  mothers. 

Immunisation  against  diphtheria  is  provided  free  of 
charge  at  the  Clinic,  or  the  patients  may  be  immunised  by 
their  own  doctors  who  recover  the  cost  from  the  West  Riding 
County  Council  at  a fee  of  two  shillings  per  injection. 

The  time  of  the  Sanitary  Inspectors  has  been  full  al- 
though there  is  no  Slum  Clearance,  and  little  Meat  Inspection 
during  war-time. 

It  is  to  be  hoped  that  when  I have  the  honour  to  present 
my  next  Annual  Report,  the  clouds  of  wars  will  have  rolled 
away,  and  the  Public  Health  Department  will  be  able  to  give 
all  its  attention  to  its  true  purpose,  namely  the  improvement 
of  the  health  of  the  people.

SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  AREA. 

1.  (i)  WATER  SUPPLY. — Particulars  of  the  Batley  Water 
supply  have  been  given  in  previous  annual  reports.

(iv).  SHOPS  and  OFFICES. 

Ten  written  notices  were  issued.  The  number  of  retail 
shops,  as  compared  with  the  size  and  population  of  the  Bor- 
ough, is  below  the  average,  due,  no  doubt,  to  the  fact  that 
the  shopping  centres  of  the  larger  neighbouring  towns  are 
readily  available  to  the  public  of  Batley.  A very  large 
majority  of  the  retail  shops  in  Batley  employ,  if  any,  not 
more  than  one  or  two  assistants. 


(v)  CAMPING  SITES. 

During  1940  no  sites  in  the  Borough  were  used  for  camp- 
ing purposes  within  the  meaning  of  Section  269  of  the  Public 
Health  Act,  1936.  There  were,  however,  several  isolated 
moveable  dwellings,  and  an  exempted  encampment  in  connec- 
tion with  a travelling  fair,  which  were  kept  under  observa- 
tion. 


(vi)  SMOKE  ABATEMENT. 

The  general  position  in  relation  to  smoke  abatement  was 
stated  at  length  in  the  Annual  Reports  for  1928  to  1934;  and 
also  on' pages  44  to  46  of  the  Annual  Report  for  1936. 

The  number  of  observations  taken  during  1940  was  144  as 
against  231  for  the  previous  year.  Engineers  and  firemen 
were  interviewed  on  13  occasions,  and  13  notices,  were  for- 
warded to  offending  firms.  Routine  smoke  observations 
were  discontinued  as  from  June  of  year  under  review. 


( vii)  SWIMMING  BATHS  AND  POOLS. 


There  is  one  public  baths  in  the  Borough,  but  no  pri- 
vately owned  swimming  baths  or  pools  open  to  the  public. 
Full  particulars  of  the  public  baths  were  given  on  page  53  of 
the  annual  report  for  1937. 

The  number  of  bathers  during  1940  was  73,676,  of  whom 
25,349  were  scholars. 

In  view  of  the  pressure  of  other  duties  it  was  not  found 
practicable  to  take  samples  as  in  former  years,  to  check  the 
condition  of  the  water  in  the  swimming  baths. 


(viii)  Eradication  of  bed  bugs. 

The  number  of  council  houses  found  to  be  infested  was 
12  and  other  houses  27.  All  the  council  houses  and  14  pri- 
vately owned  houses  were  disinfested  by  the  Corporation, 
the  other  (except  one  which  was  H.C.N. — fumigated  by  a 
specialist  firm)  being  dealt  with  by  notices  served  upon  the 
tenants,  by  whom  measures  of  cleansing  were  carried  out, 
but  of  varying  efficiency. 

Details  of  the  methods  employed  locally  in  disinfesting 
houses  were  given  on  pages  34  to  36  of  the  Annual  Report  for 
1938. 

4.  SCHOOLS. 

There  have  been  no  special  reports  upon  the  sanitary  con- 
ditions and  water  supply  of  schools  during  the  year — all  the 
schools  being  supplied  with  water  from  the  Corporation 
mains.  Action  taken  in  respect  of  infectious  diseases 
amongst  school  children  has  been  on  the  lines  of  the  Memo 
on  Closure  of,  and  Exclusion  from,  School,  1927.

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HOUSING. 


GENERAL  REPORT  UPON  HOUSING  ACTIVITIES 
IN  THE  BOROUGH. 

The  position  was  described  on  pages  31  to  33  of  the 
Annual  Report  for  1939,  and  the  remarks  therein  made  apply 
with  equal  force  to-day.  Apart  from  this,  the  only  houses 
calling  for  statutory  action  during  the  year  under  review 
were  Nos.  10,  12  and  14,  Norfolk  Street,  which  were  officially 
represented  as  individual  unfit  houses. 

As  a result  thereof,  the  owner  gave  an  undertaking  to 
render  the  houses  fit  which  was  accepted  by  the  Corporation, 
and  works  of  re-construction,  it  was  expected,  to  be  carried 
out  early  in  1941.

INSPECTION  AND  SUPERVISION  OF  FOOD, 
by  Mr.  Hornby. 

(a)  MILK  SUPPLY.— The  action  taken  with  regard  to 
milk  was  as  follows  : — 

(1)  Inspection  of  farms  and  dairies  pursuant  to  the  pro- 
visions of  the  Milk  and  Dairies  Order,  1926. 

(2)  The  taking  of  samples  of  milk  for  bacteriological  ex- 
amination. 

(3)  The  issue  of  licences  pursuant  to  the  provisions  of  the 
Milk  (Special  Designations)  Order,  1936. 

(1)  Inspection  of  farms  and  dairies  pursuant  to  the  provi- 
sions of  the  Milk  and  Dairies  Order,  1926. 

The  number  of  dairy  farms  in  the  Borough  at  the  end  of 
the  year  under  review  was  28  as  against  27  for  the  previous 
year,  and  with  herds  comprising  418  cows  against  408  for 
the  previous  year. 

The  total  number  of  inspections  of  cowsheds  was  186, 
and  as  a result  thereof,  works  of  re-construction  were  carried 
out  in  1 instance  and  minor  improvements  in  certain  others. 
54  Notices  were  issued  requiring  lime  washing  and  cleansing. 
As  regards  dairies  and  milk-shops,  173  inspections  were  made 
and  general  improvements  carried  out  in  3 instances. 

(2)  The  taking  of  samples  of  milk  for  bacteriological  ex- 
amination. 

The  total  number  of  samples  examined  for  the  depart- 
ment at  the  County  Laboratory,  Wakefield,  was  110,  of  which 
99  were  taken  by  the  Corporation’s  Sanitary  Inspectors,  and 
11  by  other  Officers.  The  results  of  the  examinations  were 
as  follows : — 
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Accredited  Milk:  Of  22  samples  examined,  15  satisfied 
the  methylene  blue  test,  and  7 did  not  satisfy  the  test. 

Pasteurised  Milk:  Of  5 samples  examined,  4 satisfied 
the  plate  count  test,  and  1 did  not  satisfy  the  test. 

Ordinary  (ungraded)  Milk:  Of  83  samples  examined, 
54  satisfied  the  methylene  blue  test  and  29  did  not 
satisfy  the  test.  5 samples  were  found  to  be  tuber- 
culous. A further  classification  shows  that  of  31 
samples  of  raw  milk  delivered  for  pasteurisation,  13 
satisfied  the  methylene  blue  test  and  18  did  not  satisfy 
the  test.  Such  an  unsatisfactory  proportion  suggests 
that  producers  of  milk  for  pasteurisation  are  not  as 
careful  about  cleanliness  as  they  might  be,  which  is 
regrettable  in  view  of  the  fact  that,  whilst  pasteurisa- 
tion might  protect  the  consumer  against  certain  patho- 
genic germs,  it  does  not  make  a dirty  milk  clean. 

General  Remarks:  Summarising  the  foregoing  results 
33%  of  all  samples  examined  by  the  various  recognised  tests 
were  unsatisfactory-  as  against  25%  for  the  previous  year. 
This,  in  addition  to  5 samples  found  tuberculous  indicates  the 
continued  need  for  the  bacteriological  control  of  the  public 
milk  supply.  The  action  taken  by  the  Department  as  and 
when  unsatisfactory  reports  came  to  hand  was  described  on 
page  60  of  the  Annual  Report  for  1938.

(b)  MEAT  AND  OTHER  FOODS. 

(By  Mr.  H.  Hornby). 

During  1940  224  visits  by  day  and  5 by  night  were  made 
to  slaughterhouses ; 136  visits  by  day  to  meat  shops ; and  52 
visits  by  day  to  the  market. 

The  total  number  of  carcases  and  their  organs  examined 
in  local  slaughterhouses  was  519  consisting  of  123  Beasts,  1 
Calf,  282  Sheep,  and  113  Pigs. 

As  a result  over  11  cwts.  of  diseased,  unsound,  or  un- 
wholesome meat  and  other  foods  were  condemned  and  des- 
troyed as  being  unfit  for  human  food. 

Following  the  institution  early  in  the  year  of  the  existing 
system  of  centralised  slaughtering,  all  slaughtering  ceased  in 
local  private  slaughter  houses,  except  for  an  occasional 
cottager’s  pig  slaughtered  on  licence  granted  by  the  Food 
Executive  Officer.

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During  the  year  under  review,  172  samples  of  milk  and 
miscellaneous  foods,  as  detailed  in  the  appended  Table  I., 
were  purchased  and  submitted  to  the  Public  Analyst,  who 
certified  154  samples  to  be  genuine,  15  adulterated  and  3 
doubtful.  This  gives  an  adulteration  figure  of  8.7%  as  com- 
pared with  6.9  for  the  previous  year. 

Particulars  of  any  administrative  action  taken  in  respect 
of  samples  adulterated  are  given  in  Table  II. 

A further  comparison  shows  that  of  the  136  milk  samples 
analysed  8 were  adulterated,  which  gives  an  adulteration 
figure  for  milk  of  5.9%  as  compared  with  7.9%  for  the  pre- 
vious year. 

On  reference  to  Table  III  which  gives  the  average  com- 
position of  milk  samples,  it  will  be  seen  that  the  average  fat 
content  was  3.68  as  compared  with  3.70%  for  the  previous 
year. 

In  no  case  was  there  any  contravention  of  the  Public 
Health  (Preservatives,  etc.  in  Food)  Regulations,  1925  to  1927.

Notifiable  Diseases  (other  than  Tuberculosis)  during  the  year  1940. 
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One  of  these  patients  was  a probationer  nurse  at  Batley  Hospital  ai 
$ 2 Cases  of  Puerperal  Pyrexia  were  in  hospital  at  time  of  notification. 
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2.  SMALLPOX. — No  case  occurred  during  the  year. 

SCARLET  FEVER.— 55  cases  were  notified  during  the 
year,  as  against  52  the  previous  year.  The  type  generally 
was  mild.  No  deaths  occurred. 

DIPHTHERIA.— 29  cases  were  notified  during  the  year, 
as  against  15  the  previous  year.  There  were  two  deaths. 

The  following  persons  were  immunised  against 
Diphtheria : — 

65  Children  under  school  age. 

19  School  children. 

This  brings  the  total  number  of  treatments  from  January 
1935,  when  the  scheme  was  originally  inaugurated  to  Decem- 
ber, 1940  to  4,200. 

The  prophylactic  used  was  T.A.F. — 3 injections  of  1 c.c. 

ENTERIC  FEVER  (including  PARATYPHOID).— One 

case  of  enteric  fever  was  notified  during  the  year.  The 
patient  was  not  removed  to  Hospital. 

PUERPERAL  PYREXIA. — There  were  8 patients  notified 
as  suffering  from  Puerperal  Pyrexia  during  the  year  as  com- 
pared with  10  cases  during  the  previous  year.  Four  occurred 
in  the  Municipal  Maternity  Home  and  two  in  the  Batley 
Hospital ; the  remainder  were  in  their  own  homes. 

PNEUMONIA  (Acute  Primary  and  Acute  Influenzal). — 
30  cases  were  notified  during  the  year  compared  with  24  cases 
during  the  previous  year.  16  were  removed  to  hospital  for 
treatment.  There  were  26  deaths  from  pneumonia  (all 
forms). 

MEASLES. — There  were  706  cases  notified  during  the 
year.  There  was  one  death. 

There  has  been  no  local  action  taken  in  regard  to  the 
use  of  Measles  serum  for  prophylaxis  or  attenuation. 

WHOOPING  COUGH.— There  were  95  cases  of  Whoop- 
ing Cough  notified  during  the  year.  There  was  one  death. 

ERYSIPELAS. — There  were  12  cases  notified  compared 
with  19  during  the  previous  year.  1 case  was  re- 
moved to  hospital.  No  special  comment  is  called  for. 
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CEREBRO  SPINAL  MENINGITIS.— Three  notifica- 
tions were  received.  There  was  one  death. 

OPHTHALMIA  NEONATORUM.— There  were  four 
cases  of  Ophthalmia  Neonatorum  notified  during  the  year. 
Two  cases  were  admitted  to  Hospital  one  to  Batley  and  Dis- 
trict Hospital  and  the  other  to  the  Staincliffe  County  Hospi- 
tal. There  was  one  death.
